Started Early 


At three this morning police offi- 


cers and Hearst's watchers with wag- 
ons and automobiles filled the streets 
around tho board of elections' office. 
The crowd went to the home of Voor- 
his demanding that he open his of- 
fice and said' it would not wait until 
the regular time at nine this morn- 
ing. Voorhis thinks the order of the 
court has resulted from a misunder- 
standing. 


Iss'.iss an Order 


Justice Dickey of the supreme court 


this afternoon ordered Voorhis to re- 
ceive the ballots. 
Voorhis said he 


would obey and would call upon the 
]K)lice to guard the boxes. 


Reason for Order 


It developed-late last evening that 


many of the election ballot boxes of 
Tued'ay's 
election 
were 
missing. 


This startling discovery was made 
shortly after midnight, when Justice 
Gaynor's orders commanding- the po- 
•]Ice"to,.tura.over-all ballot boxes- and 
ballots to the board 'of election were 
made. 


Much Secrecy 


Justice Gaynor issued the order'late 


in the evening and-Hearst men were 
dispatched from his headquarters to 
every possible precinct to see that it 
was observed. 


For the reason, probably, that they 


•wanted to take the police by surprise, 
the 
Hearst 
people 
preserved tho 


greatest 
secrecy 
concerning their 


movements. 
The order took the po- 


lice iu 'every precinct completely by 
•surprise. The Hearts guards were on 
hand everywhere simultaneously wUli 
the' service of tho -order. 


Ballot Boxes Are Missing. 


At the Oak street station the order 


was received at 12:45 o'clock a. m. 
The sergeant who got it sent men to 
look up tho boxes which were at the 
prison." The boxes from nine election 
districts w-ere supposed to be at the 
station. 


The nine ballot boxes were found 


all right, and the nine' boxes in which 
the constitutional amendment ballots 
had been 'put.

Hearst Men Act on Rumors. 


The Hearst workers at the Hoffman 


house heard a- report Wednesday aft- 
ernoon that the Martin B. Brown 
company had been at work printing 
ballots late Tuesday night. They also 
got another report, said to have 
come from a friendly policeman', that 
the ballot boxes were to be opened 
while in the police, hands and stuffed. 


None of the Hearst men investi- 


gated the truth of these reports, but 
they made up their minds to act at 
once.

The order was issued on. the affi- 


davit of Mr. Hearst himself. The affi- 
davit states Mr. Hearst's lielief that 
he received a plurality o' the votes, 
but that, according to the returns, 
2,600 more votes than _he himself re- 
ceived were counted for McGlellan. 


Mr. Hearst then refers to state- 


ments made to him by various per- 
sons regarding the throwing out as 
defective of ballots which according 
to information and belief, he believes 
should rightly be counted for .him- 
self.

Mexico? There she lies in the heart 
of arid America, 122.460 square miles 
of broad plains, rugged mountains and 
sage brush deserts; geater.iu. extent 
than all New England with New ^ork 
and New Jersey thrown in, but with 
a population but little, more than one- 
ihird that of Boston. . 
So many centuries ago that no tra- 


dition remains conceninjr It, a mighty 
civilization flourished in this territory. 
When Coronado 
sailed 
up the Rio 


Grande the Pueblo Indians were lead- 
ing tbe waters of the river over their 
fields and 
blossoming gardens 
and 


maintaining populous and prosperous 
communities1. 
But with the coming 


of the gold-mad Spaniards a spell more 
]x>tent than the magic draught of the 
Catskills seemed to fall on mountain, 
plain arid valley. When New Mexico 
became a part of the United States 
fully oTie-diird of its area was included 
in Mexican and Spanish land grants, 
which for years afterwards we're un- 
confirmed and therefore paid no taxes 
and were not available 
to • settlers'. 


The Indians and fhcir Mexican neigh- 
bors were irrigating the 
few crops 


which sufficed for their simple needs 
through ditches constructed hundreds 
of years before. 
A quarter of a cen- 


tury ago when the old Overland Trail 
was superseded by the railroad, new 
settlers introduced modern 
systems 


and further depleted the flow already 
greatly diminished by numerous ditch- 
es taking water from the upper Rio 
Grande in Colorado. 
Further devel- 


opment soon became impossible unless 
storage of water 
was resorted 
to.- 


The capricious river which, one day 
had little' or no surface flow, the next
